Keep it fun. Weekends are the 
ultimate bonus of enjoyment in the 
square dance community. Stop making 
another level out of it. This goes for 
rounds as well.

If that 
lot is full, a huge parking garage sils just a block north on New Sudbury St. Here 
follow some specific directions for car poolers and public transit users:

CENTER. The Government Ctr exit kiosk is right on City Hall Plaza on New 
Cambridge St., a few steps west of our dance site, From north, take exit 31 off rt. 
93; park at Wellington Sta. ($1.50). Take Orange Line to Haymarket Sta. Actually 
this station is just a block north of City Hall Plaza. From west, take Mass. Pike, 
rt. 2, rt. 9 to пеѕ. 128/95, Take 128/95 north from rt, 9, south from others to exit 
22. Park at Riverside Sta, ($1.25), take Green Line directly to Government Ctr. 
From south, exit 17 off rt. 3; park at Braintree T Sta. ($1.50). Take Red Line to 
Park SL, then Green Line one stop to Government Ctr. (or walk a few blocks along 
Ihe Freedom Trail over to City Hall). FARES... Green Line, $1.50 inbound, $.60 
outbound; Orange Line, $.60 each way; Red Line, $1.20 inbound, $.60 outbound. 


At the Government Ctr/City Hall area, look for dancers wearing straw hats. They'll 
provide info and assistance. The ВОО number for Learn to Square Dance info 
throughout NE will be prominently displayed and given to those who express interest.

FON SQUARE DANCES 
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LOOKING AHEAD 
Thoughts on the Beginning Square Dancer 


Some of us have given much thought to the condition of square dancing as it is at the 
present time. Others have nol; they have instead decided to stay with it as long as they 
or it lasts, and whichever dies first - so be it! | am saying that it seems that the majority 
of dancers in eastern New England are old dancers (in age, yes; іп spirit, no) апа now 
they feel they have surely done their share of the work and so deserve to relax and enjoy. 
They are right. BUT are there responsible newer or younger dancers out there ready to 
pick up and carry the torch? | doubt it. So many of the young people today who are 
married are both working in order to survive that the last thing they want as an evening's 
entertainment is another responsibility. What they really want is a carefree evening out 
with good fun, happy music and no worries, 

Now what 1 (and others) see as an ideal program might start off as happening just once 
a month. The caller should stick with a minimum of figures and stress the need of nice 
styling. He should have a sense of the needs of these dancers and must know when 
they have a need to learn a new figure. He might attempt to start a second group on 
allernate weeks about fifteen miles away from the first one, thus giving those dancers who 
want it, two nights in the month for dancing. If a caller is perceptive and spreads his area 
of calling, he could call as many nights a week as he has time for without forcing a dancer 
to a commitment he isn't ready for. 

This is a carefree dance program for the casual dancer, run by the caller for the dancer's 
pleasure. Shades of the past? Not necessarily, but it is the type of program that could 
satisfy busy people and have a lasting quality to it. It could become much more complex 
as the years go by, depending on the needs of the dancers. 

Clothes could remain traditional! - or could go very modern, but hopefully the skirt would 
always be there - swirling and twirling and always giving balance to the fast-moving 


dancer.

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The time has come again when we want to impart to the neophyte the great feeling of love and pleasure 
that we have for this square dance activity of ours. Our classes are now starling, we have promised our new 
people fun, and we must make sure that they find it. Although fun may not hold Ihe same meaning for all 
of us, each of us does expect to feel the warmth of friendship, the desire to smile, the lift and excitement 
of the music, the sense of well-being from the physical exercise, and hopefully, a sense of accomplishment 
from each basic mastered. 

The caller, his wife and the square angels, by the very nature of what they have chosen to be, have 
dedicated themselves to helping the new dancer achieve all this. This is no easy matter due to the complexity 
of our dancing and the frequency of dancing required to stay with it. Many of our 
new dancers are quickly frightened away by the magnitude of the challenge. It 
is up to us to make the learning process so much fun that they just can't bear 
to miss any of it. 

We must make every effort to let them enjoy without frustration, and we must 
let them win often enough to have the feeling of success. We must somehow 
teach them ta listen without letting them feel that a mistake is a bad thing. We 
must show them that a smooth style of dancing is more important than knowing 
every figure. We must let them know we are glad they are there, All this Is no 
small order, but we must succeed if our dancing is to survive. These are things 
we can remember that will help us accomplish this: 

1. Always wear a sincere smile. 

2. Always wear square dance attire but avoid elaborate clothes, 

3, Be ready to hop Into a square quickly. If you plan to sit on the sidelines 
all evening, you'd better stay home, New dancers are embarrassed if you sit and 
watch them, 

4. Appear eager to dance with the new dancer at all times. You do love it, don't you? 

5. Don't give the learner instructions during the dancing. He becomes confused, not knowing whether to 
listen to you or the caller, 

6. If a new dancer hurts you by being rough, simply say "OW" loud enough so he hears you, If he asks 
you about it later, you then have the opportunity to explain in what way he could be more gentle. 

7. Encoutage the new dancer to wear comfortable clothes, 
but da not insist he buy square dance attire until he truly 
wants to. 

8. Remember, frustration is the greatest block to learning, 
Avoid letting our new dancer become frustrated whenever 
possible, 

9, Always remember that you were orice a beginner. Was 
there someone who was especially nice to you? 

The new dancer is looking up to you to lead the way, so 
when you go to a beginner night dress as carefully as you 
would for club night (or more so) and dance with all the 
smoothness and SIMPLE GOOD STYLE (no gimmicks, 
please!) that you can muster, The new dancer depends on 
YOU to show him what is best. 








NOTE TO ALL DANCERS ...... 

YOU ALREADY KNOW, BUT LET ME REMIND YOU THAT YOUR NEW DANGERS ARE THE LIFE-BLOOD 
OF OUR ACTIVITY. OUR SQUARE DANCING CANNOT SURVIVE WITHOUT THEM. IT WILL BECOME 
STAGNANT AND IT WILL ALSO BECOME SO EXCLUSIVE THAT WE WILL FIND OURSELVES: PRETTY

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This is the first of what we hope will be many articles about clogging. This one 
will be about how one group started a clogging club. As members of Casco Bay 
Cloggers - a club formed two years ago - we will tell you how we began. We're 
sure there are others who would like their history told as well. Let us hear from 
you, and we'll help you share your store. Meanwhile, here's ours. 

Approximately seven years ago, the germ of an idea was born to start a clogging 
club in the Portland, Maine, area. It took some time; but finally, in 1987, a series 
of lessons Was offered al a dance studio in Portland. The instructor was Tasha 
Walker of Arundel, Maine. At that time she was 13 years old and a real ball of fire. 
Tasha taught the class for about six weeks until the pressures of school, this class 
and training her own team for national competition became too great. 

Stephanie Coruth of Auburn, NH, agreed to take over the class. There were 
approximately twenty people in the class, of which fifteen completed thirty-two weeks 
of lessons to graduate at the intermediate level in April 1988. Meanwhile, a new 
class had started with seven graduating at the intermediate level in June 1988, 
These two classes formed the nucleus of the Casco Bay Cloggers Club, which elected 
a governing Board of Officers who oversee the club business following by-laws 
established by the club membership. 

Stephanie found that the trip from New Hampshire became too much for her, her 
husband Denne, brother Jerry and his wife Linda. Stephanie is also the teacher and 
team leader of Granite State Cloggers. At this time, the newly hatched Casco Bay 
Cloggers had to decide what to do for a teacher. Withoul a teacher, a club can’t 
really continue to grow and prosper People want to learn new things. The same 
routines over and over can become boring. The club's human resources were tapped. 
Four teachers emerged. These four talented individuals have come through as very 
special people. They are writing their own routines to the ongoing delight of the 
Casco Bay Cloggers and many other dancers thal have been shown how to do 
them. 

The Casco Bay Cloggers is а Board-run club. Other clubs are run by their 
instructors. In future articles, we hope to tell you about them. If anyone would like 
to have their club's history covered, please let us know. Any other item of interest 
to cloggers may be forwarded to us for inclusion in these articles. 

A routine will be published each month as space allows. If anyone has a routine 
io share, send it along for consideration. 

In fulure issues, we would like to bring you ideas on how to start your own club, 
how to choreograph a routine, how cloggers learn new routines and any other 
subjects you would like to hear about.

Square Dance Month in Massachusetts.

Two hundred forty-seven Round Dance teachers, representing 132 Teaching Units, 
from 34 states in the United States, 3 Canadian provinces and New Zealand, 
attended the 13th Annual Convention of ROUNDALAB, the International Association 
of Round Dance Teachers, Inc., held at the Lincoln Plaza Hotel and Conference 
Center in Oklahoma City, OK, last June, 

Even though ROUNDALAB is a round dance teacher organization, about half of the 
three-day convention was spent in attending to the business side of the activity. The 
Phase committees carefully compared their phase descriptions with the video-taped 
figures. Additional figures were defined, and West Coast Swing was added to the Jive 
rhythm. 

A Teaching Progression by phases was developed; Mini-CLinic Master Teacher 
decided to concentrate its energies on Teacher Training; a Classic List was adopted; 
the Round-of-the Quarier program strengthened; and the Wayne Wylie Scholarship 
Fund announced it was awarding three tuition scholarships to round dance teachers’ 
schools. 

Much excitement was generated when the video committee gave a preview of the 
taping done last June and December al the studio in California. The final editing 
is now underway, |t is expected the video tapes of the six phases of round dancing 
will be available early this winter. 

The members voted to freeze all permanently approved descriptions of figures in 
the six phases (most of which will be on the videa tapes) until 1994. 

A number of educational sessions were also scheduled. On Sunday the membership 
allended round robin sessions on the use of computers in round dancing, taxes and 
leadership. In response to requests for talking time with fellow teachers, a special 
session enlilled "Teacher Talk" was added. 

Monday afternoon members had an opportunity to participate and compare 
experiences in three Swap & Exchange sessions. Topics included Writing and 
Publishing a Round Dance, the First Six Weeks of Basics, and The Single Teacher. 
That evening Sally & Roy Plaisance gave an introduction to the Phase IV Samba 
figures. 

Not being used to so much inactivity, the attendees welcomed an opportunity 
Tuesday evening for an impromptu dance in the lovely Gold Crown Ball Room at the 
Lincoln Plaza. The Wednesday Teachers Seminar/Clinic, sponsored by ROUNDALAB, 
was a sellout. Irv and Betty Easterday covered Teaching Teachers to Teach Tango 
in the morning. In the afternoon Barbara and Wayne Blackford did the same with 
Jive. 

At the conclusion of ROUNDALAB Convention, the annual meeting of the Executive 
Committees of ROUNDALAB and Universal Round Dance Council (URDC) was held. 

All but 10 Teaching Units remained in Oklahoma City to share their talents and 
expertise at the 38th National Square Dance Convention. 

At the NSDC, ROUNDALAB conducted its usual daily two-hour seminars. The 
topics chosen were ones most requested from the previous year's critique sheets. 
Included was The Importance of Basics and Hash Cueing vs. Teaching Routines in 
Class; a "You Asked For ЇЇ“ series of topics encouraging the marriage of squares and 
rounds and also on the Ethics of the profession. And on Thursday when a clinician 
became ill, ROUNDALAB was asked to provide a last-minute replacement for the 
scheduled Phase |, 11, IIl Clinic. 

Elected to the Board of Directors were Ray and Anne Brown (AZ, CO), Wilson and

CHALLENGE RAMBLINGS 


Having just returned from the last half of challenge week at Cherry Ridge, there 
is lots to talk about. In the week preceding, Anne Uebelacker taught Joe's new call, 
In Slow Motion, | heard that it wasn’t an easy call to master 

In Slow Motion - from any setup in which a Sets In Motion will have 6 dancers 
go down the center. Do a Sets In Motion, but have those going down the center 
stop in normal 2x3 columns instead of going all the way through. (Now you have 
a 1/4 tag setup wilh the outsides in miniwaves.) The ends Hinge, the very centers 
Trade, and the ends of the center wave do their part of a Switch to a Diamond. 
Now finish like a Chain Reaction (those who meet Cast Off 3/4 while the others 
move up.) 

Next, Dave Hodson came in and taught Take 'Em. 

Take "Em In/OuURight/Left - From lines back to back, all Take З (a СЭВ call). 
The center 4 extend and 1/4 thru wile the outsides pass thru and 1/4 in the 
indicated direction, f a direction is not specified, the ends just stand there and do 
not even Pass Thru. If the caller wants the ends to Pass Thru and not 1/4 in any 
direction, then he calls "Take 'Em thru." 

Mike Jacobs worked on Reverse Checkpoint Call-A By Call-B - From anywhere in 
which there are a center 4, the center 4 do the first call which must end in a line 
or diamond, The very centers of the resulting formation remain where they are 
while the ends move away from the center to open up some space. The others do 
the second call, ending in the spaces just created. Starting from a 1/4 tag 
formation, Reverse Checkpoint Mix By Touch 1/4 finishes in point-to-point diamonds. 

Ben Rubright chose to refresh everyone's understanding of Extend The Tag! When 
done from columns or combined with other concepts like As Couples, many dancers 
and callers will do the wrong action on an Extend The Tag. By Mike and Ben's 
not introducing any new calls, the situation of too many calls being taught at 
challenge week was ameliorated. 

Extend The Tag - from a single double pass thru, the centers Touch to end in a 
single 1/4 lag. From a single 1/4 tag, everyone walks forward and ends in a box 
of 4 of the same handedness as the original centers. From a box of 4, everyone 
walks forward to end in a single 3/4 tag. The outside dancers will be standing on 
a centerline of the resulting formation. They will not be in a Z. From a single 3/4 
lag, the centers will Step Thru to end in a single completed double pass thru 
formation. When called from columns, Extend The Tag ends in end-to-end single 1/4 
tags (the same spots as point-to-point diamonds). A Checkpoint would be appropriate 
next. When As Couples Extend The Tag is called from two-faced lines, an 
interlocked 3/4 formation is the result, not as couples z's. Ben's point was that 
Extend The Tag is not the same as 1/2 Press Ahead. 

Lee Kopman finished off the week by using some old experimentals, most of which 
received quick walkthrus: Fly Away, Lock "Ет Up, Tickle, Cuplet, and Nuclear 
Reaction. Іп addition, he taught Lock 'Em Up and Detach. 

Detach - From a formation in which the ends are facing or in tandem and the 
centers can counter rotate. The ends Zing and move up so as lo be the ends of 
lines. The centers Counter Rotate 1/4 and Roll. This call changes the t-bonedness 
of the centers with respect to the ends. If you start t-boned, you end normal, and 
vice-versa. 

In addition to all of these calls, | heard that earlier in the week, there were some 
Good and Plenty, Little, and Little Mores.

LEGACY IX 








LEGACY held its ninth conference May 18-21 at Reno, Nevada. The theme for 
this biannual meeting was "LISTEN TO THE HEARTBEAT OF THE SQUARE DANCE 
WORLD." Trustees attending represented many different facets of square dancing, 
came from 30 different states and Canada, and included 28 first-time attendees.

LEGACY X will be held in May, 1991, at a mid-west site. 
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The future of square Vane depends on an adequate supply of calor, That may be 
an obvious statement, but behind it lies a real cause for concern. 

Over the past decade we in the New England area have lost more than half of our callers 
and no replacements are coming along. While many of our callers have moved to other 
areas and are still calling actively, marry have become unable to call and at least as many 
have just stopped calling. If a new batch of callers were coming along, we could accept 
this às a normal turnover. Unfortunately the replacement callers are not coming along. 

Around the country this summer, callers! schools have been canceled for lack of 
response. In the past, new callers have been a strong force in developing new dancers 
They have the time and the eagerness to do demonstrations and to teach small classes. 
One of the most recent talented newer callers (who has now been calling for clubs for more 
than six years) is a good example of the fact that this still works. He started a new club 
in his own neighborhood, is club caller for two others and is teaching at least two classes 
a year. He has added many people to the square dance population, bul he is also 
discovering that his family life and his need for sleep are suffering. He will soon transfer 
over into that group of "experienced" callers who have found that a night at home is very 
valuable. 

1 don't have any solutions to offer. Calling is not easy, is not financially rewarding and 
is often in conflict with family needs. 

There are rewards, of course. Most important for me and many others is the satisfaction 
of providing the best recreation | know for many people. The smiles and laughter and the 
obvious sociability of the groups | call for is fun to be a part of. | am pleased that | can 
contribute to the availability of this recreation. | love the music and movement - and the 
applause. We must, somehow, help potential new callers to understand the joy that can 
reward them for the very substantial investment of money, time and effort that they must 
make to become even adequate callers. 

Although calling has become much more complicated in the past 25 years, we have also 
found greatly improved ways to teach callers. It is a skill that can be learned and there 
are many ways to gain satisfaction from it. A new caller with reasonable talent will very 
soon lace the problem of deciding which of the commitments that are offered to turn down. 
| say this to every new student in callers’ school, They laugh, but the one | mentioned 
above is facing that problem regularly. 

If you think you might find happiness behind Ihe microphone, talk lo me.

Musings On Dance 


By Veronica Ann McClure 





THE WALTZ - DIRTY DANCING? 


| just read a brief history of social dance which claims that many dance forms in 
the past two hundred years have been viewed as "dirty dancing" by their 
contemporaries. In general, this is true. It seems to be a variant on "What is the 
world coming to?" The early wallz, which was thought shocking and certain to lead 
to degradation, was described in this account as "pelvis to pelvis," but that does по! 
seem to be true. 

The pictures drawn and the instructions written during the time of the early waltz 
(about 1790-1830) clearly indicate that there was very little frontal contact. Those 
of us who have learned to dance the early waltz know that it doesn’t work well 
except with light handholds and it does not call for pelvic contact. Of course, any 
party - in any century - could get out of hand (so to speak) and become impolite. 
But just as today we should not take the extremes of behavior as average, neither 
should we for times past. 

However, many people did think the early waltz was shocking. It called for more 
contact compared to previous dance forms, which usually had no contact or only a 
handhold at arm's length. The early waltz had closer positioning but not clutches or 
hugs as in today's "slow dances." Especially important, the couple literally turned 
around together for extended periods of time, sometimes causing dizziness. Since 
losing control of oneself was considered improper, if a woman became dizzy and her 
partner had to hold her up, that was extremely improper - and perhaps exciting for 
the man who usually had no opportunity to get so close to a woman at such a 
public occasion as a ball. 

There are other reasons, including group dynamic reasons, why the waltz was 
considered impolite, but they would make this article longer than allowed. However, 
| hope | have explained enough to show why | think the real reasons for the early 
waltz's bad reputalion are so interesting. 

It is interesting to assume something about the past based on the present. 
Sometimes this works, sometimes not. If we could tune up our awareness of 
assumptions, historical and otherwise, we might know more clearly what is factual, 
what is guessing, and what is wishful thinking. Personally, | think that would be 
good. | am also fascinated about how specific details about dance history can open 
doors to thinking about thinking. | hope you enjoy this, too!

DON'T BOUNCE! 
By Brian Bassett 


One of the first rules in dancing is don't bounce up and down while 
executing various dance figures. This rule rates right up there with "Don't 
look at your feet" and "Don't dance on your toes." 

Beginning dancers, once they have become comfortable with their 
basics, find the need to relax and enjoy dancing the figures they have 
learned. There is nothing wrong with relaxing and enjoying dancing as 
long as it is done in such a way as to incorporate proper body 
mechanics. Fun and enjoyment are often wrongly translated to mean a 
display of extraneous body motion - bouncing being the most common. 

The first place you'll probably notice bouncing (dancers, in your own 
dancing - leaders in your dancers' dancing) is in the grapevine dance 
figure. This vine figure, whether it be a regular vine with both partners 
crossing in back, or a twisty vine with the man and woman crossing 
in back or in front at opposite times - suffers most in execution and 
appearance when dancers 
bounce their way through it. 

You'l notice that the 
crossing steps will take on

slightly, not а crouch) all the while a dancer is dancing will eliminate bobbing or 
bouncing. 

While dancing, you progress around the floor in various directions and often turn 
right or left even while in one spot - both these actions, progressing and turning 
(also pivoting), are more difficult to execute if your body weight is directed either 
straight down or straight up. So for more comfortable, pleasant-to-watch dancing, keep 
those knees flexed and don't bounce!

Something else was new at Cherry Ridge. In the past, there has been a problem 
with "tight" squares or a "tight" floor. |t is hard for someone new to get into a 
variety of squares. Usually this happens by, right after the tip ends, people setting 
up their next tip instead of putting up fingers. When people sel up the next tip, 
they do it with people they know and the newcomer or weak dancer is excluded 
from the stronger squares. This year, in a successful attempt to eliminate this 
undesirable part of challenge week, a signup sheet was created, If you signed the 
sheet (and many did), you agreed to follow the “two-finger ethic." You would not 
pre-book any floor-level tip with more than one other person - when the music 
started and it was time to square up, you would always hold at least two fingers 
up, 1 believe that the system worked and that any experienced C2 dancer would 
feel welcome and should consider coming to challenge week next year.

Have you ever wondered why square dancers do what they do? А recent 
publication put out by LEGACY and thé National Square Dance Directory for new 
dancers takes us through some of these questions. 

Why do we belong to a club? Clubs are needed to organize dances and establish 
a means to enjoy the fellowship of square dancing. To survive they need an active 
membership where everyone helps. Volunteer is the key word, 

Why do we stay non-competitive? In square dancing we want everyone to have 
fun. Without winners or losers, this can be accomplished. Why do we overlook the 
mistakes of others? We all make mistakes. Everyone is trying. Therefore, the 
atmosphere is one of encouraging. 

Why do we wear name badges? Badges enable us to be on a first name basis, 
which furthers friendly fellowship. 

Why do we not drink alcoholic beverages at dances? Alcohol inhibits our ability to 
listen and perform. Alcohol reduces our reaction time, making us poorer dancers. In 
addition, square dancing is a wholesome, family-oriented activity in which alcohol has 
no place. 

Have you ever overheard some of the square dance language and wondered what 
was meant? Let's take a look at a few of those words and their definitions to a 
square dancer. 

"Angel" is an experienced dancer who attends classes to fill in squares and help 
the caller demonstrate the proper way to perform the movements. 

"Banner Stealing’ (Raids or Retrievals) is the practice of a square or more of 
dancers from one club attending another club's dance and receiving the other club's 
banner or retrieving its own banner previously stolen. 

"Clogging" is a dancing style originating in Appalachia with synchronized movements 
of the feet. Commonly performed in shoes that have taps on them, 

"Contra" is line dancing popularized in New England. Now done with traditional 
and square dance movements. 

"Mixers" are dances (usually simple circle dances) where partners change during 
the dance. 

"Programs" are various square dance calls organized by Callerlab into Basic, 
Mainstream, Plus, Advanced and Challenge categories. This provides dancers with an 
indication of the material being used at a given dance. 

"Round Dancing” is couple dancing in a circle formation, using choreographed 
routines to a definite arrangement of music. 

"Тір" is. normally a patter call followed by a singing call. 

"Workshop" refers to special classes after graduation which dancers may attend to 
learn new or more advanced movements or review those movements already learned. 

"Yellow Rock" is a friendly hug. 

There you have it: an insight into the square dance activity as seem through the 
eyes of a square dancer.

The class season is Upon us again and the best place to train people to move, 
not just io the beat, bul also to the phrase, is right from the fun nighl on! 

With those words | started this column in September, 1977. Charlie Baldwin was 
the editor of this magazine, then spoken of as the Caller by most of us. 

Over the past twelve years, a lot of changes have occurred in dancing and in my 
own leader's career. Traditional dancing - contras and squares - has grown by leaps 
and bounds, and there are callers and bands everywhere. The activity has grown 
beyond anyone's expeclations and still hasn't reached its peak, 

Early American dancing, a feature of the Bicentennial, is also a growing darice 
form. Expected to die out after the country's celebration, it has grown slowly and 
steadily with new research, books, and music appearing every year 

Vintage dancing has grown more rapidly, There are formal organizations in several 
States; and workshops, balls and weekends are соттоп Quickly defined, il's historic 
round dancing, with the costumes, music, styling, etc. mainly from (but not 
completely) the last century. 

My own career had me leaving club dancing entirely as 1 found so much to do 
with traditional dancing that there wasn'L time to do both. Since | started as a 
phrase caller, | chose to be in ап activity where those talents could be best used. 

Being a part of the Early American dance scene (from 1974 and the Bicentennial) 
and having done so much reading and research with eighteenth century primary 
sources, Fran and | set up a small publishing concern to print the research effort. 
There is much yet to be done. Research is time-consuming but worthwhile. 

While in Canada this summer we gave eighteenth century music, song апа дапсе 
programs at five nursing homes and two hospitals in Saint John, New Brunswick. This is 
our fifth year attending Loyalist Days and the second for Spring Fever. 

Usually we have several members from the Connecticut DeLancey's Brigade, First 
Battalion, assisting us in our dance demonstrations. This year we were alone, so 
| would give a brief talk and show the various setting and traveling steps. Then 
Dick Wexelblat and | would take two staff "volunteers" and run them through the 
following dance, twice only, to give the audience an idea of some of the figures in 
{һе country dances.

This could, of course, be done as a duple proper country dance. It's very easy 
as it's made up of the very basic figures. We used 14 volunteers, only one having 
ever danced, and all "survived" Next year they'll be experienced, eh?

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ONE DANCER'S OBSERVATION 


in my line of work | meet people of all walks of life: doctors, nurses, maids, 
businessmen and women, construction workers, etc. | am also a square dancer and 
enjoy it very much. 

| meet people of all ages. Joggers pass me by with stained faces covered with 
perspiration, trying to get into or stay in shape. | talk with business people who 
are cursing to themselves or seem dead on their feet from playing racquet ball or 
working out al some expensive fitness parlor in order to lose weight or keep fit. 

Most of these individuals know I'm a square dancer and lease me about it. 
They'll say such things as: "Been to any good barn dances lately? or “Meet any 
prissy-dressed little girls at these dances?" (meaning ladies in bouffants). 

| just smile and defend my activity by simply saying, "Don't knock it until you at 
least try it. You'd be greally surprised at the good times you're missing, especially 
with your old-fashioned, wrong ideas about square dancing!" 

As far as the "little girl dressed" statement goes, | answer that with, "Yes, young 
ladies do dance, but people of all ages enjoy square dancing. The clothes don't 
make the person!’ | then ask, "How many joggers or weight-lifters are smiling?" | 
inform these people that an evening of square dancing is not only enjoyable, it is 
also a great way to meet new friends with 99% of the folks smiling as they enjoy 
the dancing. On average, 3 to 5 miles can be covered while dancing, vs. jogging! 
This is not to mention that people laugh, not curse at their own mistakes, which is 
also good for the soul. 

| also hear excuses that "Square dance attire, especially dresses/bouffant petticoats, 
is expensive."

Without looking up (as he was tired and done in), he said, "Square 
dancing is for wimps!“ | laughed and said, "Really?" He lifted his head up higher 
and higher at my 6-foot, 3-inch frame and in a shaking voice said that's what he'd 
heard, then dropped his head in embarrassment. 

In closing | would just like to say that | think any form of exercise is great, bul 
square dancing has it all over other forms. Plus il's friendship set to music and, 
again, healthy for body, mind and soul. 

| also know one other thing: this guy would rather be "Yellow Rocked" by a lady 
іт femininely-dressed attire than hugged by someone huffing and puffing and all 
sweaty!! 

| hope everyone had an enjoyable and healthful summer. See you in а "square

A SALUTE TO JIM MAYO 
CALLER PAR EXCELLENCE 


In 1947, one of Jim Mayo's sisters forced him to attend 
square dance classes! Just one year later, while a 
freshman at Yale, his calling career began, The Yale outing 
club was in need of a new caller and Jim took advantage 
of the opportunity. 

When he started calling, Jim received help from Ralph 
Page, Al Brundage and Ed Gilmore. Because of his 
progressive ideas, Ralph and Ed shared an impression of 
Jim's being a renegade. Jim marvels at how much һе got 
from those with whom he disagreed so much, ід 

Jim's calling has taken him throughout the United States {1 
and Canada as well as Germany, Bermuda and New Zealand. Locally, he has been 
club caller/class teacher for the following clubs: Merrivales, Checkmates, Town 
Travelers and Border City Squares (which he was instrumental in forming. He 
founded the New Haven, Connecticut, Folk Group and is currently club caller for 
the Fairtown Squares in Topsfield, Massachusetts. Jim also formed one of the first 
round dance clubs in the area - the Mayo Rounds - in 1960 and to this day 
occasionally cues at dances. 

Jim has called at all but one of the New England Square and Round Dance 
Conventions. He has recorded for MacGregor, Dance Ranch and has been on the 
SIOASDS Documentary Albums. One of his recordings, "Best Things," may very well 
become a classic. 

Jim has been awarded the Callerlab Milestone Award. 

Perhaps Jim’s early life may help explain his many accomplishments. He was 
born in Framingham, Massachusetts on March 2, 1931. Не enrolled in high school 
at Nashua, NH, where he was involved in sports and played the clarinet in the 
school band. His organizational talents surfaced even then, when his school's 
championship football team was chosen to go to Florida. The band and cheerleaders 
could not go along, so lim organized a campaign that raised close to $8,000 from 
the residents of Nashua, The band and cheerleaders went to Florida, and the team 
won the game!

Jim finished high school at a prep school in Worcester, Massachusetts then went 
on to graduate from Yale University. In college he was involved with sailing, 
counseling for a church youth group and teaching swimming. 

After college, he joined the army. He attended General Motors Institute for two 
years, later returning to New Hampshire to work for his father. He currently works 
at Lincoln Laboratories, an affiliate of М.І,Т,, as assistant to the head of the 
engineering department. 

Jim not only does calling himself but has been a teacher of callers since 1959. 
He has done clinics all over this continent as well as in Germany and New Zealand. 
He feels that he is not a natural at calling and has had to teach himself. He is 
a tough student to teach, and his self-teaching techniques work on other tough 
students. He can listen as well as talk and is willing to keep changing when 
changes will be beneficial, yet will stick by his decisions when that seems best. 

It should come as no surprise that Jim Mayo is also a writer, In addition to 
producing numerous booklets on various aspects of the trade, he wrote a book 
entitled Calling for Modern Square Dancing. Не is a contributing editor to The 
Northeast Square Dancer, which publishes his monthly "Comment" column 

Jim's wife, JoAnn, accompanies him in his travels as well as in the numerous 
tasks that fall on the shoulders of commitled square dancers - a description which 
applies to this fine couple to a marked degree. 

No doubt as Jim Mayo looks back over the years, he thanks the sister who 
directed him into the world of square dancing. This gratitude is matched only by 
those who now honor this gifted caller/teacher after 40 years of tireless dedication 
and accomplishment.

| would like to take some calls that you (the СІ dancer) already know and give 
you a different way of thinking about them. You already know how to Flip Back. 
You may һауе learned it as Hinge, Split Circulate and Scoot Back. You can 
probably dance it just fine and wonder why anything more needs to be said about 
it, Well, it is related to а lot of other calls, and you can learn all of them with 
a few rules instead of learning each one as a separate call with its own pattern. 
Some people like to generalize, and others prefer the case by case approach to 
learning square dance calls. For those who like general rules, read on. 

As a Cl dancer, here ate some calls that you currently know: Tag The Line, Flip 
Back, Vertical Tag, and Tag Back To A Wave. How are they related? As a Cl 
dancer, you can't solve the puzzle (that is, invent the generalization) because some 
of the pieces are missing! You need to know about the calls Flip The Line (C3A) 
and Vertical lag Back To A Wave (C3X), Some of you may already know Vertical 
Тар Back To A Wave - it was even called in the C1 hall at МАСС, Flip The Line 
can only be done from a wave. From a right-hand wave, the centers run and lag 
the line. From a left-hand wave, centers run left shoulder tag the line. In the 
same way as you can 1/2 lag, 3/4 Tag, elc., you can Flip The Line 1/2 (Centers 
Run and 1/2 Tag), Flip The Line 3/4 (Centers Run and 3/4 Tag The Line), etc. 

Here is the generalizalion: The calls Tag The Line, Vertical Tag, and Flip The 
Line are examples of "tagging calls." These are calls whose beginnings are different 
and endings are all the same (with a double pass thru action). In addition, they 
can all be done О, 1/4, 1/2, 3/4, and "all the way" This just tells you how much 
of the double pass thru action to do. The calls Tag Back To A Wave, Verlical Tag 
Back To A Wave, and Flip Back are formed from the corresponding lagging call with 
the application of a simple rule: do the tagging call to the 1/2 tag position and 
Scoot Back.

Chairmen and representatives of six square dance organizations met for dinner 
during the recent Oklahoma National Convention to exchange information and report 
on new projects. Represented were: the United Square Dancers of America, Jim and 
Peggy Seagraves; the National Convention Executive Committee, Claire Lively and 
Vivian McCannon; Roundalab, Ray and Ann Brown; the National Association of 
Square and Round Dance suppliers, Barbara Albright and Craig Lake; Contralab, Dick 
Meyers; LEGACY, Stan and Cathie Burdick. Not represented was Callerlab. 

The discussion focused on the need for concentrated effort in education by small 
groups - lo reach youngsters in the schools through their physical education teachers 
and PTA programs, to show young adults and singles the fun of square dancing, to 
develop respect for individual preferences in programs of dancing. Each organization 
needs to ensure, through its particular functions, that fun remains an integral part 
of the square dance activity. Through open communication, the organizations of the 
square dance activity can and will work to bolster interest and participation in all the 
phases of square dancing. 

The dinner, organized by the past and present chairmen of LEGACY, was the 
fourth of its kind. LEGACY trustees, seeing their organization as a communications 
and resource facet of the square dance activily, have directed their chairmen to seek 
better internal communication in order to cooperate in the promotion and perpetuation 
of square dancing. 
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A recent newsletter from CALLERLAB included two articles written by dancers discussing 
the subject of good dancers. The articles focused almost entirely on the ability to execute 
calls without error. One of them did make a concession to other issues with the statement, 
"While | do not wish to argue that a low error rate represents the only virtue a good dancer 
need possess, it seems clear thal it is far and away the most important." Му 
understanding of the words good dancer includes several other qualities; and, if | expand 
the meaning to include things like being fun to be with and contribution to the goals of the 
group, | have to put these at least close in importance to low error rates. The point both 
articles were trying to make is that some people rush to start a new program in square 
dancing before they have become really competent with the calls in the preceding program. 
| certainly agree that rushing through the program is a mistake, and there is little question 
that most people who do it are not good dancers by any definition. My concern this 
month, however, is with a different issue. 

Neither of the articles acknowledged any responsibility of the caller with respect to the 
error rate of dancers, They measured dancer ability on the basis of the knowledge of the 
calls, experience, knowledge of fundamentals, and accurate execution. They also 
considered ability to handle new variations and to help weaker dancers. All of these are 
important if we are measuring dancer skill, but none of them assure the ability 1o avoid 
errors in the face of bad calling. | am surprised al the willingness of dancers to take the 
blame for every error that is made in a square. No amount of dancing skill will prevent 
errors if the caller's timing is bad or the words of the call are mumbled. Some callers 
ignore questions of smoothness in the design of dance patterns and seem fascinaled by 
complex routines. They are willing to destroy the sense of flow or feel of dancing in order 
lo "get the floor through" a challenging routine. Unfortunately, "the floor" that gets through 
is often only the one square they are watching while the rest of the dancers shift nervously 
from one foot to the other. 

Why dancers don't stay home the next time that caller comes to town is a wonder to 
me. Instead they say, "We couldn't dance to him this time, bul maybe next time we'll be 
better." Dancers, you don't have to take all the blame. If, when your square is stopped, 
you look around and find several other squares also stopped, it's not you - it's the caller. 
If, when you dance, you have to wait for the next call or caller is more than one call 
ahead of you, that’s bad calling and even the best dancers. won't be able to avoid all the 
mistakes. You are enlilled to move smoothly and without interruption through dance 
patterns that most of the floor can do without error, If you don't gel that, don't take the 
blame on yourself.

ONE OF THE CLASSICS 


Now thal another Square Dance season is underway, and your classes are doing 
well (beginner classes started recently, with more to start soon), it’s time to think 
about some new clothes. Most of you seasoned dancers have seen this pattern, in 
one form or another, but it's worth repeating. This is a great pattern for the 
beginner; it's a full circle with a ruffle. 

To start, you'll need: 


a pattern (or trace one on paper) 7" Zipper 

a compass (optional) 1 yard waistband interfacing 
a yard stick hooks & eyes or snaps 

2 and 3/4 yards 45" fabric marking pencil, pins, tape 


The directions below are for a 32" waist and 22" length. Computations for othet 
sizes:

Fabric suggestions: Broadcloth (solids or calicos), challis, linen. 
Directions for Pattern 


The best thing to use is a product called "Trace a 
Pattern." If you can't find this in your area, you can 
use any paper (newspaper or paper bags will do), Cut 
paper and tape together to form a square 21" x 21" 
Take your compass or yardstick; measure down both 
sides of upper left-hand corner 522"; from that same 
corner make several more marks in between, then 
connect. Lay the yardstick against the curve; measure 
down 15!4" lift and mark a few times from one side 
lo the other, forming a 1/4 circle. 

Pattern pieces for the waist and ruffle are not that 
necessary, but ruffle is 9/7" x 45" (cut 5). Waistband 


is 5" x 341/4" (cut 1). (I 2 »-——— —

Musings On Dance

EINE KLEINE NACHTGOWN? 


[һе catalogue description of a ladies' nightgown reminded me of how allusions to 
dance color and increase our vocabulary and remind us, however vaguely, of our 
history. Specifically, that was a "wallz-lenglh nightgown." "Waltz-length"? What's 
that about? 

The waltz is the first "round dance" as we use the term today. It first appeared 
in polite society in the late 18th and early 19th century, although a less refined 
version existed among the peasants. The first English-language book describing how 
to waltz was printed in 1816 and shows that the waltz was a fait accompli by that 
lime. |t was the first dance to gain wide acceptance al formal occasions in any 
version of what we now call "closed dance posilion" or "ballroom dance position." 
Furthermore, it was the only dance of this type from the time of its introduction to 
the upper-class ballroom until the polka came in the 1840's Even then, the 
dominance of the waltz showed in the fact that for the remainder of the century any 
closed ог semi-closed position couple dance could be called a "waltz" even if it was 
not in 3/4 time. "Waltz" became equivalent to "closed position couple dance." 

But what about the nightgown? Such garments usually reach the lower calf or 
upper ankle, This length was favored for dancing in the early days of the polite 
waltz, In contrast to longer dresses for being presented at court or for formal dinners. 
And although fashion has had its ups and downs since then, periodically one finds

Hayden danced once per month during the winter at Dover City Hall 
to live music - SEACOAST has become a major force in promoting 
square and round dancing in Southern New Hampshire and Maine 
and Northeast Massachusetts. 

In 1953, SEACOAST danced twice each month (to recorded 
music) at various halls until they found a home in the Kingston 
Town Hall in 1957, with one dance per month in Dover. 1974 
saw а reversion to the once-a-month dance program, while 
maintaining weekly workshop and class programs. 

Club caller Mal Hayden retired in 1959, and SEACOAST began 
a tradition of hiring different callers for its activities, providing 
dancers the opportunity to dance to the best caller and cuer talent 
available. 

1959 brought SEACOAST's “Dancing Under the Stars" program 
at Hampton Beach State Park, when the Parks and Recreation 
Department discontinued sponsorship. This program has been very 
beneficial. Outstanding callers and cuers have been engaged for 
these weekly summer dances, which recently had to be moved 
indoors at the Sacred Heart School as the state demolished the 
Pavilion. The summer of 1989 saw our return to the Beach; the 
attendance figures prove the popularity of "Dancing Under the Stars" 
and of the top-notch callers and cuers. 

Callers since 1961 include: Ralph Lowell, Phil Adams, Joe Casey, 
Phil Kandrut, Art T-Bow and Darrell Sprague. 

In 1971, Polly Floyd began a "Rounds Workshop" before dances. 
Gene Ploof later cued rounds, to be followed by Evie Carter and, 
recently, Doris T-Bow. In 1987, the club hired Doris to teach 
rounds at weekly, separate classes. 

SEACOAST performed 1700-era Contra dances in the 1976 
Bicentennial Pageant at the NE Convention and has sponsored 
benefit dances for the SD Foundation of NE. These activities are 
a constant reminder of SEACOAST's part in preserving and expanding 
square dancing in our little corner of the world. 

Join us on October 14 to help us celebrate not only our 40th 
anniversary but also the joy of square dancing.

With this background, | hope to 
help you with your sewing and dancing questions. 


ONE OF THE CLASSICS 


Now thal another Square Dance season is underway, and your classes are doing 
well (beginner classes started recently, with more to start soon), it’s time to think 
about some new clothes. Most of you seasoned dancers have seen this pattern, in 
one form or another, but it's worth repeating. This is a great pattern for the 
beginner; its a full circle with a ruffle. 

To start, you'll need: 


a pattern (or trace one on paper) 7" Zipper 

a compass (optional) 1 yard waistband interfacing 
a yard stick hooks & eyes or snaps 

2 and 3/4 yards 45° fabric marking pencil, pins, tape 


The directions below are for a 32" waist and 22" length. Computations for other 
sizes: 


Waist size Compass setting Waist size Compass setting 
22" 3 30" 5 
24" Зу" 32" Бу" 
26" 4" 34° 6" 
28" qe 


Fabric suggestions: Broadcloth (solids or calicos), challis, linen. 
Directions for Pattern 


The best thing to use is a product called "Trace a 
Pattern." If you can't find this in your area, you can 
use any paper (newspaper or paper bags will do) Cut 
paper and tape together to form a square 21" x 21". 
Take your compass or yardstick; measure down both 
sides of upper left-hand corner 52"; from that same 
corner make several more marks in between, then 
connect. Lay the yardstick against the curve; measure 
down 15'5" lift and mark a few times from one side 
to the other, forming a 1/4 circle. 

Pattern pieces for the waist and ruffle are not that 
necessary, but ruffle is 9'4" x 45" (cut 5). Waistband 


is 5" x 34%" (cut 1). TE

„нир 3 Aer Yon put Apply & fuse interfacing to wrong side of 
и е i the AREY waistband, following manufacturer's 
in, interface the waistband (follow the instructions. 
instructions if you're using iron-on), Turn 
up the long edge of the waistband 3/8"; press. With right sides together, pin 
waistband to skirt (unfolded edge), leaving 1" overhang on one side and 5/8" on the 
other; sew. With right sides together, fold waistband in half; stitch ends, trim, turn, 
press. Slipstitch pressed edge over seam 
and extension, edges together. 








Turn in seam allowance on iong edge of 
waistband; press; trim pressed seam 
allowance to 3/8". 


With tight sides together, sew side seams 
of all ruffle sections. Sew two or three 
rows of basting stilches along the lop of 
the ruffle; gather. With right sides 
together, pin ruffle lo the skirt, adjusting 
the gathers where necessary. Stitch 5/8" 
seam; trim and finish, using a zigzag 
stitch or seam binding. (If you have an 
overlock machine, you can do this step at the same time.) 

Let skirt hang for a day or two before you hem it. 

| hope you can use this pattern, It works great as an overskirt, too. Use a 
sheer, lace or eyelet, and you can change the look of an old skirt or dress!

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A recent newsletter from CALLERLAB included two articles written by dancers discussing 
the subject of good dancers. The articles focused almost entirely on the ability to execute 
calls without error. One of them did make a concession to other issues with the statement, 
"While | do not wish to argue that a low error rate represents the only virlue a good dancer 
need possess, it seems clear that it is far and away the most important." Му 
understanding of the words good dancer includes several other qualities; and, if | expand 
the meaning to include things like being fun to be with and contribution to the goals of the 
group, | have to put these at least close in importance to low error rates. The point both 
articles were trying to make is that some people rush to start a new program in square 
dancing before they have become really competent with the calls in the preceding program. 
| certainly agree that rushing through the program is a mistake, and there is little question 
that most people who do it are not good dancers by any definition. My concern this 
month, however, is with a different issue. 

Neither of the articles acknowledged any responsibility of the caller with respect to the 
error rate of dancers, They measured dancer ability on the basis of the knowledge of the 
calls, experience, knowledge of fundamentals, and accurate execution. They also 
considered ability to handle new variations and to help weaker dancers. All of these are 
important if we are measuring dancer skill, but none of them assure the ability 1o avoid 
errors in the face of bad calling. | am surprised at the willingness of dancers to take the 
blame for every error that is made in a square. No amount of dancing skill will prevent 
errors if the caller's timing is bad or the words of the call are mumbled. Some callers 
ignore questions of smoothness in the design of dance patterns and seem fascinaled by 
complex routines. They are willing to destroy the sense of flow or feel of dancing in order 
to "get the floor through" a challenging routine. Unfortunately, "the floor" that gets through 
is often only the one square they are watching while the rest of the dancers shift nervously 
from one foot to the other. 

Why dancers don't stay home the next time that caller comes to town is a wonder to 
me. Instead they say, "We couldn't dance to him this time, bul maybe next time we'll be 
better." Dancers, you don't have to take all the blame. If, when your square is stopped, 
you look around and find several other squares also stopped, it's not you - it's the caller. 
If, when you dance, you have to wait for the next call or caller is more than one call 
ahead of you, that’s bad calling and even the best dancers. won't be able to avoid all the 
mistakes. You are enlilled to move smoothly and without interruption through dance 
patterns that most of the floor can do without error, If you don't gel that, don't take the 
blame on yourself.

INTERNATIONAL ASSEMÉL Y OF "TRUSTEES" OF THE SQUARE DANCE ACTIVITY 


Chairmen and representatives of six square dance organizations met for dinner 
during the recent Oklahoma National Convention to exchange information and report 
on new projects. Represented were: the United Square Dancers of America, Jim and 
Peggy Seagraves; the National Convention Executive Committee, Claire Lively and 
Vivian McCannon; Roundalab, Ray and Ann Brown; the National Association of 
Square and Round Dance suppliers, Barbara Albright and Craig Lake; Contralab, Dick 
Meyers; LEGACY, Stan and Cathie Burdick. Not represented was Callerlab, 

The discussion focused on the need for concentrated effort in education by small 
groups - to reach youngsters in the schools through their physical education teachers 
and PTA programs, to show young adults and singles the fun of square dancing, to 
develop respect for individual preferences in programs of dancing. Each organization 
needs to ensure, through its particular functions, that fun remains an integral part 
of the square dance activity, Through open communication, the organizations of the 
square dance activity can and will work to bolster interest and participation in all the 
phases of square dancing. 

The dinner, organized by the past and present chairmen of LEGACY, was the 
fourth of its kind. LEGACY trustees, seeing their organization as a communications 
and resource facet of the square dance activily, have directed their chairmen to seek 
better internal communication in order to cooperate in the promotion and perpetuation 
of square dancing.

- Brisbane - Sydney - Christchurch - Auckland - Honolulu - SFO/LAX without having 
a double crossing between Australia and New Zealand.

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CHALLENGE RAMBLINGS 


| would like to take some calls that you (the Cl dancer) already know and give 
you a different way of thinking about them. You already know how to Flip Back. 
You may have learned it as Hinge, Split Circulate and Scoot Back. You can 
probably dance it just fine and wonder why anything more needs to be said about 
it. Well, it is related to a lot of other calls, and you can learn all of them with 
a few rules instead of learning each one as a separate call with its own pattern. 
Some people like to generalize, and others prefer the case by case approach to 
learning square dance calls. For those who like general rules, read on. 

As a Cl dancer, here are some calls that you currently know: Tag The Line, Flip 
Back, Vertical Tag, and Tag Back To A Wave. How are they related? As a Cl 
dancer, you can't solve the puzzle (that is, invent the generalization) because some 
of the pieces are missing! You need to know about the calls Flip The Line (C3A) 
and Vertical Tag Back To A Wave (C3X), Some of you may already know Vertical 
Тар Back To A Wave - it was even called in the Cl hall at МАСС, Flip The Line 
can only be done from a wave. From a right-hand wave, the centers run and lag 
the line. From a left-hand wave, centers run left shoulder tag the line. In the 
same way as you can 1/2 Tag, 3/4 Tag, elc., you can Flip The Line 1/2 (Centers 
Run and 1/2 Tag) Flip The Line 3/4 (Centers Run and 3/4 Tag The Line), etc. 

Here is the generalizalion: The calls Tag The Line, Vertical Tag, and Flip The 
Line are examples of "tagging calls." These are calls whose beginnings are different 
and endings are all the same (with a double pass thru action). In addition, they 
can all be done О, 1/4, 1/2, 3/4, and "all the мау." This just tells you how much 
of the double pass thru action to do. The calls Tag Back To A Wave, Vertical Tag 
Back To A Wave, and Flip Back are formed from the corresponding lagging call with 
the application of a simple rule: do the tagging call to the 1/2 lag position and 
Scoot Back.

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History time! 

Two years ago, a girlfriend started telling me about some new dance classes that 
were going to start in September She and | were both avid square and round 
dancers (approximately 25 years), but | wasn't so sure about this. The class was 
for clogging. | had never been involved in any dance classes for tap, jazz or ballet 
when | was growing up. When | was married, we had taken lessons for square, 
round, disco and Polish dancing and became quite proficient at each. But 
CLOGGING! She described it as being similar to tap dancing. Sounded tough to 
me. 

As the summer passed, my friend ordered her shoes with jingle taps on them. 
She was being coached by another woman that drove three hours from Maine to 
New Hampshire for her clogging lessons. Videos were made and shared. All this 
was felated to me just in conversation. Before | knew it, | was thinking about 
taking clogging lessons. But, only if | wasn't doing anything else that Sunday 
evening! To make a long story short, | went to the first class and was hooked, 

On the other hand, Janet Waterhouse (a 12-year veteran square and round dancer) 
had been exposed to clogging at a square dance convention in Manchester, New 
Hampshire, nine years ago and also had a one-hour teach at a convention in 
Montreal, She knew she liked it and wanted to learn more. There were no adult 
clogging clubs in Maine at the time, so Janet took a series of buck dancing lessons, 
which are similar to clogging but not as energetic. Not satisfied with a few lessons, 
Janet kept up her search for an ongoing way to learn how to clog, At the same 
lime, she and her husband, Rodney Waterhouse, were chairpersons of the 1987-88

Is this really worth it? Let me teach you 3 more calls (that happen to be on 
C2) with just one more rule to remember. To do calls Tag Your Neighbor, Vertical 
Tag Your Neighbor, and Flip Your Neighbor, do the corresponding tagging call to the 
1/2 tag position and Follow Your Neighbor. 

So now you know 3 tagging calls and two tagging call suffixes (one based on 
Scoot Back and one based on Follow Your Neighbor) With those 5 things to 
remember we can do 9 separate movements. When | tell you that Track 1-2-3-4 
can be considered a tagging call (Track 2 is the 1/2 tag position), you can now do 
Track Back To A Wave and Track Your Neighbor. This ups the count to 4*3 or 
12. |f you can Scoot Chain Thru (A2), you can Tag Chain Thru, Flip Chain Thru, 
etc. 4*4—16. |f you can Scoot and Dodge (A2), you can Tag Back And Dodge, 
Flip Back And Dodge, etc. 4*5—20. You can also Scoot Chain Thru And Dodge, 
Track Chain Thru And Dodge, etc. 4*6—24. At C2, the call Invert The Column is 
introduced. It can be considered a tagging call (Invert The Column 1/2 is the 1/2 
lag position). 5*6=30. On a Cross Flip The Line (only done from two-faced lines) 
the centers cross run and all whatever shoulder tag the line. This adds Cross Flip 
Back, Cross Flip Chain Thru, еіс, 6*6—36 new call names by only leatning б+6=12 
new calls (most of which you already know). 

While | don't expect all this stuff to be added to C1 (this year), | hope that Flip 
The Line and Vertical Tag Back To A Wave are added. | hale having to teach Flip 
Back before its base call Flip The Line. Maybe some of the above would make a 
good workshop instead of learning some great new call. Talk to your caller about 
it.

if the fashionable length is longer. Today, most people who buy a long dress for 
a "formal" do not do that much dancing; and in fact the dresses are more for 
appearance than for dancing. However, today's competitive ballroom dancers and 
keen amateurs wear gowns at or slightly above the ankle, even though that is not 
as fashionable as full length in which the toe of the shoe just shows. for a really 
active dancer, full length dresses are dangerous and worrisome as she or her partner 
could step on the hem and trip, or tear the dress. 
Here's hoping you never look at a nightgown in quite the same way!

The inner spread contains the "Order of Dances." After the opening "Grand March" 
there are 14 dances listed. Each dance is underlined with the line running across 
the page. This line is where one would write in the partner for that particular 
dance. Dances played during the intermission were: "WALTZ, SCHOTTISCHE, GALOR 
TWO STEP" 

The second portion of the evening lists 10 more dances, the final being the waltz, 
"Sweet Home." 

The following is found at the bottom of the right-hand inner page: "ROUND 
DANCING PROHIBITED DURING QUADRILLES AND CONTRAS.” 

The breakdown of the 24 dances is: nine quadrilles, six waltzes, two contras, four 
schottisches and three two-steps. The contras are named: "Boston Fancy’ and "Lady 
of the Lake." The named quadrilles are: "Knight's Welcome," five called "Plain," and 
one "Lanciers." 

These cards are very common, and | know of several people who have collected 
hundreds of them, For those who have never seen one | hope this brief description 
was interesting as it's a small window on our New England dance heritage.

Fall is here and it is time to start the cycle of beginners’ classes and workshops. 
| certainly hope your classes are larger this fall; we need new - and younger - 
dancers to keep our activity healthy. Indications are that square dancing is on an 
upswing - let's hope so! 

Here are some thoughts that may be helpful when teaching your new classes; 
l. Keep it fun! From the very first "lun night" to graduation, the learning process 

will be more successful if the dancers have time to socialize and enjoy each and 
every lesson. There 15 a danger today of rushing to complete the list of calls - 
at the expense of having fun along the way. Plan parly nights every so often 
where very little teaching is done and the emphasis is on having a good time. 
Use - but don't overuse - mixers; they help the dancers relax as well as to 
become acquainted with other class members. Recognize birthdays, anniversaries 
and other special events in the lives of your class members - make them feel 
important, If you don't keep it fun, you will lose many of your dancers before 
the lessons are complete. 

2. Teach what you teach well! The square dance tune, "Do What You Do Well," 
has a message for us when teaching new dancers. Таке time when teaching 
a new figure to see that the majority of the class understands how it goes, and 
have your "angels" work during the break with any class member who does not 
seem to gel it, Teach the most frequently used calls first, leaving the others to 
the last so thal if you run out of class time, your dancers will be able to dance 
the popular figures. Obviously, the less frequently used calls will be used less 
by other callers as well as yourself. Your dancers can be taught these at a later 
lime, during workshop tips at your regular dances; they also provide good material 
for you to use if your club runs special workshops on another night. Tape 
yourself at a regular dance, and you will see which calls you use most of the 
time, as well as which ones you use only once in a while. The best time to 
teach new material is during the second and/or third tips of the evening - your 
dancers are "warmed up," but their minds are still fresh! 

3. Include new people in the club from the beginning. | believe that one of the 
main reasons our present-day clubs have trouble gelting and keeping new 
members is that there 15 loo large a separation between the class and the club. 
The class stays by itself until graduation, and very few club members make the 
effort to go and dance with the class. When the class is graduated into the 
club, the members often have not met most of the club folks and feel 
embarrassed because they can't dance as well as these seeming "experts" that 
they don't really know at all. A good way to minimize this problem is to have 
the CLASS invile the CLUB 1o their party nights and special beginners' balls. 
The caller must take the initialive and encourage as much mixing of class and 
club as is realistic. 

The teaching of beginners is the most important function of the club caller and 
oflen is the most rewarding. [һе challenge of helping new people to become 
accomplished square dancers - who enjoy the fun and fellowship the activity has to 
offer - must not be taken lightly.

When folks find out I'm from New England, they usually ask me if | "Pahk My 
Cah In Hahvahd Yahd"!! Being the good-natured soul that | am, | respond that | 
do indeed "PaRk My CaR in HaRvaRd YaRd"! You Callers have probably already 
figured out the theme of this article - Clarity (in general) and Vocal Clarity in 
particular, This (Vocal Clarity) is a crucial tool in a Caller's tool box for without it 
the dancers suffer. How many limes have you dancers wondered "what's a rihh 'n 
lef thoo"? That's what a caller (lacking in vocal clarity) sounds like when he tells 
you to do RighT AnD lefT thRough. I've "darkened" those letters that the caller has 
not enunciated. How many times have you wondered what the caller meant when 
he/she called "ScooT BacK," but it came out sounding like "scoobac"? 

When | attended my first "Calles College" in Germany іп 1977 | was given a 
little exercise for my tongue which, when used regularly, improves both diction and 
Vocal Clarity. Try this while looking in your mirror: stick your tongue out and try 
to touch it to the tip of your nose, then to each ear and finally to your Adam's 
apple. Do this for just 60 seconds each morning and listen for the changes in your 
diction and Vocal Clarity.

LEADERSHIP 


Ап associate of mine addressed this 
topic recently and 1 believe it is 
appropriate to apply some of what he 
said to square dancing. 

Successful leaders learn from their 


followers. Imagine a piece of rope 
being used in tug of war. On one end 
is a successful leader, who begins 


pulling toward a goal. On the other 
end a follower. Tugged along at first, 
the follower resists and pulls back 
toward a different goal, perhaps wanting 
to leave things as they are. In the lug 
of war of ideas and actions, power 
ripples back and forth through the rope 
energizing both leader and follower. 

Leaders take risks. Do you feel any 
uncertainty when you have a new idea 
on how to promote square dancing? Do 
you fear taking a risk? Мһарѕ the 
worst thing that can happen to you if 
you take a risk? 

Remember Karl Wallenda of the 
famous Flying Wallendas circus family? 
For months Karl had been planning his 
most dangerous aerial walk. A walk on 
a tightrope suspended seventy-five feet 
above the ground between two 
buildings. He personally inspected the 
installation of the rope. When the day 
came for the walk, it was Karl's final 
walk. He fell off the rope and plunged 
to his death. 

Most of us will not be taking risks 
with such grave consequences. But we 
should be able to learn what Wallenda 
did differently after so many years of 
success, 


There are several things that go into 
making up a good leader, Briefly, to be 
a leader you must have a vision, be 
able to communicate, have a positive 
self regard, which includes recognizing 
your strengths and compensating for 
your weaknesses, and working on your 
skills with discipline. And you must be 
trusted. 

You can't be a successful leader by 
pushing people into doing something, 
and that includes square dancing. You 
can't manage people into square danc- 
ing, you must lead them to it. You 
can’t manage your club into new things, 
you must lead your club in these 
directions. 

A positive attitude is probably the 
one most jmportant thing to have in 
anything you do. Are you tired of 
hearing "What is wrong with square 
dancing?" Are you ready to be a 
leader? 

Everything evolves. Square Dancing 
is evolving. What it becomes is up to 
our leaders. Square Dancing will be 
led into new directions, 

Wallenda's widow was asked what 
he did differently prior to his tragic fall. 
She said "All Karl thought about for 
three straight months prior to it was 
falling. It was the first time he'd ever 
thought about that, and it seemed to 
me that he put all his energies into not 
falling, rather than walking the 
tightrope." And when asked about his 
personal supervision of the tightrope, 
she said it was “something he had 
never even thought of doing before."

Your response lo the 1989 LEGACY 
Survey overwhelmed us, We received 
nearly 9,000 replies - the best response 
ever to a LEGACY Survey. 

Frankly, we had expected a smaller 
response because we included some 
personal questions in the '89 Survey. As 
you recall, our theme was "Who Are We?"

Much of the information deserves to 
be examined in detail; much of it warrants 
our full and undivided attention. So, 
instead of a single comprehensive report 
on the 1989 LEGACY Survey, we plan a 
series of reports, each highlighting a 
meaningful aspect of the Survey.

The series will include reports on age 
trends, demographic profiles, family status, 
singles, dancing trends, club trends and 
the heartfelt comments which many of you 
included with your survey forms. Іп 
addition to telling us who we are, the re- 
ports will focus on ideas for selling square 
dancing to the rest of the world. 

None of this, of course, could have 
happened without your help. Please know 
that we are grateful. On behalf of LEGACY, 
we thank you.

SURVEY SUGGESTS SURGE 


This first report on the LEGACY Survey 
may shock you. It’s about our age and it 
points to an upswing in square dancing. 
Keep it in mind as you look over your 
class this fall. 

We are not all that young. Our average 
age is 57. But that is good news. On 
one hand, it means that we retain a lot of 
square dancers. Опе in five of us has 
been dancing for twenty years or more. 

On the other hand, it means that we 
have recruited a lot of middle-aged and 
mature dancers in recent years - people 
40 and older. And that is good news, 
too. More than one-third of the people in 
the U.S. - 82 million - are forty and over. 
That's a big market. If we get 5% of 
them to join us, we can double or triple 
the number of square dancers we have 
now. 

By the way, we weren't all youngsters 
ourselves when we began square dancing. 
Our average age was 46. More than half

CAMPING UPGRADED FOR 39TH NATIONAL 


Camping at the 39th National Square Dance Convention will be greatly improved 
over that experienced in 1980. The site of the 39th campground will be the 
Agricenter International, immediately south of the agricenter headquarters complex. This 
is approximately 14 miles from the Convention Center and will be serviced by shuttle 
bus to the Convention Center. (The shuttle bus fee is not included in the $60.00 
camping fee.) 

There will be 20 amp. electrical service. Twenty-four shower stalls will be provided, 
and there will be daily water service throughout the campground to each RV. Dump 
service will be on site at the campground and ice will also be available. Portable 
toilets will be stationed around the campground for the convenience of the campers. 

NOTE: The number of sites with electrical service will be increased from 500 to 
1000 provided there are 1000 RV registrations by December 31, 1989. For all 
Sites above the number of RV'ers registered by this date, the county will provide a 
site to park the rigs. These dancers will have access to waler, showers and the 
dump station, but not electrical service. Be sure to register by December 31, 1989, 
to ensure that sufficient sites with electrical service will be provided.

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Musings On Dance

FROM A WASHINGTON COMMENTARY 


The August 24 issue of Coleman/Bart- 
let's Washington Focus, a weekly com- 
mentary on domestic and international 
news (1529 18th Street N.W., Washing- 
ton, DC 20036), has an interesting 
comment, as follows: 


Ten years ago over 90% of the bills 
passed were substantive legislation; 
in the last Congress only 36% of 
the legislation could be rewarded as 
substantive. That is because of the 
new enthusiasm for commemorative 
resolutions designating days to be 
honored for special purposes (e.g., 
"Cocker Spaniel Day". Some 26% 
of the legislation enacted by the 
current Congress has been com- 
memorative. 


Campaigns. to have designations of the 
"national this or that" ... including those 
to have square dancing designated as the 
national or state folk dance ... also fall 
into this category of bills which take up 
time, money and effort but do not ad- 
dress our truly pressing concerns at 
home or internationally, such as jobs and 
taxes or avoiding nuclear war and pro- 
tecting the environment. Since these bills 
are initiated by us citizens rather than by 
the Congress, we have to take our share 
of the responsibility for how Congress 
and state legislatures spend their time 
and our money. ; 

Although | have seen exhortations to 
gather signatures or to write to law- 
makers, | haven't seen much information 
for dancers about the process of con-

sidering a bill before Congress, informa- 
tion such as the schedule of required 
investigations, testimonies, publicity, and 
their costs. How many square dancers 
are aware of the testimony before con- 
gressional committees against the desig- 
nalion of square dancing as the national 
folk dance? How many square dancers 
know that such testimony could happen, 
or that it is now in permanent national 
records? 

Even more puzzling to me is why don't 
we have many reports of what this les- 
timony actually said. A true debate can 
be extremely educational in terms of 
understanding many points of view and 
in coming to agreement on facts which 
are in dispute .. or better understanding 
the nature of the dispute. It seems to 
me that this would be beneficial. 
Further, if repeated altempts are to be 
made to have square dancing designated 
the national or state folk dance, perhaps 
it would be better to give the square 
dance community at large a chance lo 
understand why these bills have been 
turned down before asking them to try 
again. 

So here we go musing on dance again, 
this time from the seemingly unlikely 
source of a Washington commentary. | 
find the interconnectedness of things 
fascinating and hope you do, too.

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On August 26, 1989, 27 clogging clubs 
with nearly 300 participants joined the 
Granite State Cloggers for their third 
annual Clogging Jamboree held in 
Manchester, New Hampshire. 

The featured clog dance instructor was 
Kevin Sellew from Mobile, Alabama. 
Kevin works fulltime teaching all over the 
United States and in two Canadian 
provinces. He has recorded 9 Clogcue 
records, which is more than anyone else, 
and has sold over 10,000 copies. Kevin 
also owns and operates the American Clog 
Dance Academy in Mobile and the Dixie 
Rhythm Clog Dance Center in Foley, 
Alabama. His wife runs their dance 
supply store, the T Bar K Shop. 

At this jamboree, Kevin was patient, 
humorous and creative and very well liked 
by those in attendance. Some of the 
songs taught were "Won't You Be My Salty 
Dog," "Bugle Call Rag," "Up & Gone," and 
"Walk the Dinosaur" In the evening there 
were many fantastic demonstrations with 
a very impressive one by Granite State. 
Their rendition of "Ghost Riders in the 
Sky" done with black light on only the 
center of the floor, shining on their 
costumes of black and white, which made 
the white glow, was absolutely terrific. 

The next public arena for cloggers was 
Square Dance Awareness Day in Boston 
on September 10 at City Hall Plaza. И 
was very hot, and attendance seemed 
down from other years, although 
participation of non-square dancers was 
huge.

hundreds of contra dances so that they 
could teach the basic moves first and 
then proceed to the harder moves. 

Through trial and error they have 
produced a class lesson book of their 
own for teaching, beginning with simple 
contras that resemble square dancing in 
lines, through duple progressions, cast 
offs, triple dances, heys and contra 
corners. 

Although told by the callers in the 
local callers association that "contras 
have been tried in the area and will 
not work," David and Charlene learned 
that the local callers called contras like 
they call squares and used square 
dance music. By calling contras as 
they should be called, with as few 
words as possible, by using no words 
at all when the dancers learned the 
dance, and by using the music of jigs, 
reels, and hornpipes, the dancers began 
to enjoy contra dancing as no other 
dancing had been enjoyed.

In order to learn as much about 
contras as possible, David and Charlene 
attended such events as traditional week 
at Copecrest, instructed by Bob Howell 
and Jerry Helt, and the Holiday Contra 
Session held by Don Armstrong, Bill 
Johnson and Dick Leger. 

At the present time David and 
Charlene have given up square dance 
calling and are spending full time with 
classes and dances of just contras with 
a little mixture of traditional squares and 
mixers. They have a weekly class in St. 
Petersburg, two in Pinellas Park, two in 
Largo and one in Clearwater. They also 
hold a monthly contra ball. Although 
the classes are small, anywhere from six 
couples to sixteen couples, each week 
more people are discovering the joys of 
conlra dancing. Several of their dancers 
are advanced square dancers, which 
shows that contras are nor as "tame" as 
many people think.

The Indian Village (in Cherokee, "TSA- 
LA-GI") is a typical 1 7th century Cherokee 
settlement. It has some 30 rectangular 
and dome-shaped structures constructed 
of log and branch framing plastered over 
with clay. Surrounding the settlement is 
a protective ten-foot-high stockade fence. 
Here the natives made necessary 
implements for hunting, fishing, farming, 
cooking, and recreation. We witnessed 
basket weaving, flint knapping, pottery 
making, etc. 

One hunting device was a 40-inch long 
blowgun that, with rapid exhalation of 
one's breath, propelled a feathery arrow- 
shaped tip with a blazing speed for short 
distances at a one-foot square white 
target. | blew mine too high, but Betty 
Ann Brown of Portland, Maine, proved to 
be a real marksman with a bull's-eye. 

At the amphitheatre the natives 
performed their dance - not a prayer for 
rain or victory over an enemy, but for 
peace and contentment. The dance was 
done counterclockwise around a small 
mound of ashes on which rested four, 2- 
foot-long logs pointed North, East, South 
and West. The beat was by a tom-tom 
drum and shell castanets attached to the 
dancers' knees. 
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In 1830, by a decree of Congress, 
Indians east of the Mississippi were 
forced to relocate in the Oklahoma region 
designated as the "Indian Territory." 
Many died from disease, starvation and 
exposure, giving the name "Trail of Tears" 
to that area of Oklahoma. Indian folklore 
has it that God decided to commemorate 
their courage and turned their blood and 
tears into the shape of a Cherokee Rose, 
their native flower. The Rose Rock is the 
official State Rock. 

Because some settlers sneaked across 
the boundaries sooner than the legal date 
of April 22, 1989, the state was given 
the nickname, "Ѕоопегѕ." In 1907 
Oklahoma became the 46th state. 

On closing night the Grand March was 
a thrilling sight with the dancers marching 
in pairs and ѕіпріпр "God Bless America," 
led by Dale McClary of Florida, one of the 
most popular callers and a singer of note. 

We said our goodbyes on Sunday and 
promised to attend the 1990 reunion in 
Portland, Maine, with Caller Skip and 
Cuer Betty Ann Brown as hosts.

HELPFUL HINT #1 


Hello again. As | told you in last 
month's issue, | teach sewing. One of the 
most important things when sewing is to 
use the correct tools. This includes your 
sewing machine needles. 

Different fabrics require different 
needles, Sheer or lightweight fabrics 
require thinner needles, size 9 or 11, Too 
large a needle will cause large holes and 
pulls in your fabric. A needle too fine will 
cause the thread to fray 


lt is a good practice to test stitch on a 
scrap piece of the material you are 
working with. Check to make sure your 
machine is threaded correctly, and, using 
the chart on page 70, determine the best 
needle size and stitches per inch for your 
fabric. 

Most of your stitching problems stem 
from using the incorrect needle. However, 
occasionally there are other problems,

Sandra Combs 
from Plymouth was the first cuer after Jo Bridges put the dancers through a few warm-up 
dances, such as Rambling Man, Cab Driver, Walk Right Back, etc. 

Dancing continued for the next four hours with approximately 45 dances being danced.

Thread tension should be checked and 
cleaned (check your machine manual). 

Be sure the thread you are using is not 
old and weak because it will break and 
bind in your machine and fabric. 

Discard blunt and bent needles. It's a 
good idea to have a full supply of all size 
needles on hand (both woven and knit) to 
meet all your sewing needs. 

Remember, knit fabrics hold true to the 
same weight standards as woven but re- 


quire a needle designed for knits. Using 
a woven needle on knits will cause 
skipped stitches. 

Singer sewing machine needles are in 
distinctly marked packages, making it easy 
to choose correctly.

it may be overkill to spend two of 
my twelve columns in a year discussing 
the dancer count survey that | have 
been conducting for the CO-OP Commit- 
tee. On the other hand, | already have 
some surprising results, апд this 
month's survey will be the fourth in a 
five-year study. On page 61 you will 
find the survey form, and | urge each 
of you to be sure that someone in your 
club completes the information апа 
returns it. 

For several years everyone agreed that 
square dancing was fading and we were 
not getting new people and it was only 
a matter of time before we all died and 
took square dancing with us. The first 
three years of this survey do not con- 
firm that pessimistic view. While some 
areas show signs of trouble, overall 
there has been no loss of allendance at 
the more than 70 dances that we know 
about for all three years. We have two 
years of information on 38 more dan- 
ces, and there has been a 10% jn- 
crease in attendance. 

So far as we can tell, this is the 
ONLY real information - based on actual 
attendance figures - that has been 
collected about square dancing in the 
last 15 years. (In the late 60's NEC- 
CA did a survey of class and club size, 


llestone 
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but the information has disappeared.) 
Square dancing does not involve large 
profits for commercial organizations, so 
there is no money for the kind of 
customer surveys that are common in 
most other activities. We really don’t 
know how many dancers (or callers) 
there are, how often they dance, how 
much they spend on dancing and 
clothes, what their income profiles are, 
or any of the other information that you 
can know about people in most other 
activities, * 

| urge you all to help assure that 
your club is represented in the survey. 
l'm happy to receive the same informa- 
lion twice. With the club name or the 
hal and date my computer easily 
checks. Right now the survey suggests 
that things are nowhere near as bleak 
as everyone seems to be saying. With 
two more years of data we will know 
with considerable certainty what is 
happening. Please help.

of us were in our 40's and 50's, 

That's good news, too. Теп million 
baby boomers have already turned forty. 
Within five years, so will another 20 mil- 
lion. That is a lot of potential square 
dancers. Let's do them a favor and teach 
them to square dance. 

Here's more good news: the apparent 
market for square dancing is not only big 
and growing, but also financially impor- 
tant, 

The mature segment of that market - 
people 55 and older - have more than half 
of the discretionary income in our country. 
Most have neither mortgages nor kids at 
home. Marketing experts have been work- 
ing overtime to earn the recreation dollars 
of middle-aged and mature consumers. 
But we square dancers, without really 
trying, are beating the experts. 

Square dancing appeals to middle-age or 
mature people because it provides a mod- 
erate form of recreation, along with lasting 
social values. Backpacking and racquet- 
ball are declining; walking and golf are 
picking up. But neither of those activities 
provides the social value of square 
dancing. 

So let's not be overly concerned if we 
sense a lack of young people in our 
classes. If we get some - fine. If not, we 
can let them age a bit and get them later.

WHAT IS LEGACY? 


Here is an answer given by new 
Canadian Trustees, Bob and Ruth 
Periera, in a recent Canadian Square 
Dance publication. 

LEGACY was founded in 1973 by the 
editors of the three most important 
square dance magazines in the U.S. at 
the time: Stan and Cathy Burdick of 
American Square Dance, Bob and 
Becky Osgood of Square Dancing (Sets- 
in-Order), and Charlie Baldwin of New 
England Square Dance Caller. These 
people recognized a need for better 
communication, cooperation and 
coordination among leaders in all 
aspects of square dance activity - 
dancer associations, caller and round 
dance leader associations, publishers, 
record companies, suppliers, spectal 
groups, and various national societies 
and foundations. Square dancing is, in 
this context, a generic term that 
includes round dance, contras, clogging, 
heritage and country dance. 

"Trustees," as the delegates would be 
called, would meet every two years to 
exchange ideas and formulate goals, for 
PROMOTION, PROTECTION AND 
PERPETUATION of the activity. 
Committees would function 
continuously, coordinating useful 
programs and offering assistance as 
needed. The objective would be lo 
operate as a leadership-service-advisory 
organization, with open channels of 
communication to and from all square 
dance organizations. 

LEGACY I, held in Cleveland, Ohio, 
in 1973, outlined specific areas of 
concern - Leadership Training, 
Communication, Organization, 
Standardization, Square Dance [mage, 
Heritage Education, Ethics and 
Attitudes, Business Aspects. 

LEGACY's accomplishments in these

areas during its 16 years of operation 
have been most impressive: 

* Establishment of local leadership 
programs (Mini-Legacies), production of 
manuals to improve leadership skills, 
leadership seminars at National 
Conventions, 

* Maintenance of a national "Hot Line" 
and Dancer/Answer lines in every state 
and most provinces. 


*Maintenance of mailing lists of 
Associations and Publications. 
"Establishment of National 


Association of Square & Round Dance 
Suppliers (LEGACY II 1975) and 
Roundalab (LEGACY IV 1979). 

+ Assistance to solo groups, youth, 
handicapped. 

* Supported and endorsed Callerlab in 
its establishment of Quarterly 
Selections as a controlled trial process 
for new movements and reduction of 
complexity and number of basics for a 
more realistic Mainstream Program. 

* Measurement of dancing population 
and its opinions and desires through 
national surveys. 

*Endorsement of Codes of Ethics, 
guidelines for proper attire, non- 
aleoholic and non-competitive stalus. 
‘Promotion of heritage awareness, 
displays and demonstrations to 
celebrate the U.S. Bicentennial, 1976. 
* Endorsement of National Folk Dance 
Movement. 

* Coordination of September as Square 
Dance Month; production of "Promo- 
Kits" and "New Dancer Notes." 

* Development of guidelines for sound 
fiseal practices in Square Dance 
organizations.

Crossfire seems to be on the low end of the popularity poll with many Plus 
callers and dancers. The call is really not all that bad; in fact, I feel ib is a 
GOOD call that is getting а "bad rap." Crossfire from standard two-faced lines 
sets up standard columns, standard Scoot back boxes from which the following 
calls are easily used. Take another look at Crossfire if you are not using iL... 


TEACHING CROSSFIRE: 


From a Zero Box do a Swing Thru & Boys Run to set up а common Two- 
Касей Line.. Tell the boys that the Ends Part is а Cross Fold which is the 
same action as they do in a Recycle.. О.К. boys. Cross Fold and FREEZE. 
Tell the girls to Trade.. now girls step ahead (extend) and take right hands 
with the boys next to you.. All finished.. Work the action in combination, Boys 
Cross Fold.. Girls Trade & step ahead a few times, and you are all set. When 
you work with the girls (centers), have them trade and hesitate until they see 
the boy they will extend to meet. Once they get the "feel" of the action, it 
really should go well.

Every clogging and square dance 
club does many, many demonstrations 
for which they never receive any 
remuneration. This is their way of 
sharing and bringing an activily into 
the lives of others that is truly enjoyed 
by the dancers as well as the 
onlookers. By going out into the 
community in this way, the dance is 
brought to the forefront for people ta 
enjoy and also allows you to promote 
yourown activity. By staying isolated, 
your group will probably remain static 
and not grow. You must show others 
what fun you are having in order to 
inspire them to try it. But, there is a 
price tag connected to demonstra- 
tions - equipment, people, costumes, 
time. Here is one way to help offset 
some of the expense of showing the 
world what you do for fun and 
exercise, not for profit. 

There are many non-profit clubs 
around that need a little help now and 
then. One way to get help is to find a 
corporate sponsor, Our clogging club 
has such a sponsor. They pay us a 
previously agreed-upon figure for 
approved (their approval is required) 
organizations for which dancing is 
done. We submit a list of the 
appropriate demos for approval.

Musings On Dance 


By Veronica Ann MeClure 





THE TRUE STORY OF LEFT-FOOTERS' ONE-STEP 


I have noticed that some folks who 
request "Left-Footers' One-Step" often 
do so with apologies, and | have heard 
of people who think that the title is a 
belittling remark associated with 
having two left feet. Perhaps if more 
people understood the title, there 
would not be such a problem, so that's 
where I'll start this column. 

The one-step was extremely popular 
in the ragtime era, which spanned the 
end of the 19th century to World War 
1, roughly 1890-1920. It was a kind of 
dance just as today we refer to waltz 
or cha-cha or jitterbug as particular 
kinds of dances. It was called the 
one-step because the music it went to 
had a steady, even beat ideal for 
steady, even steps. It was often 
danced to rags - as in Scott Joplin 
rags - and shared the floor with 
ragtime waltzes, foxtrots and tangos. 
Therefore, the title "Left-Footers' One- 
Step" is really not much different from 
"Mission Bell Waltz" or "Fireman Two- 
Step." 

As every woman who has been in a 
round dance basics class knows, the 
“cues are to the man." The left-foot 
business comes from the fact that the 
man starts nearly every cue of the 
dance by stepping onto his left foot, 
It is simply, and merely, a descriptive 
title. It is not a derogative title. 


Although the ragtime era and the 
one-step are gone, the one-step 
survives in round dancing in several 
ways. One is "Left-Footers," which is 
a perfect catalogue of the most 
frequently used figures in the ragtime 
one-step. (The music is slightly 
different, but anyone who knew 
ragtime one-step would recognize the 
movements in a flash.) Another way 
the one-step is preserved is in certain 
two-step dances, particularly when 
"Part B" of the music has a slightly 
different feel, A prime example of this 
is "Street Fair" - the whole of Part B 
(walk four - side, close - vine four, 
etc.) is one-step. Part B of one-step in 
an otherwise two-step dance also 
occurs in "Maple Leaf Rag" and partly 
in "Dance Little Bird." It is also made 
a point of in "My Love," whose cue 
sheet specifically divides the dance 
into Part A; one-step (walk 4 - turn 
left 2 - back up, ete), Part B: two- 
step, and Part C: quickstep. 

A note of caution: the recording of 
Maple Leaf Rag which we use for 
round dancing is not played in exactly 
the original style of the Scott Joplin 
rags, although the tune most certainly 
was composed by him. ‘The round 
dance recording is played in a way to 
make the music more appropriate for

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There has been a flurry of recent 
activity worthy of mention, and this 
month we will do some ramblings on 
some observations. 

National Geographics publishes a 
magazine entitled Traveler. As we 
were dreaming of faraway places 
through its pages, we came across an 
ad in the September/October ’89 issue 
that quickly drew our attention, It 
was an "I Love New York" ad which 
had a figure of a square dance 
couple in a swing position on top of 
a heart promoting their fall vacation 
kit. It includes a comment: "Swing 
your partner to a local square dance" 
with a caption that you never knew 
love could be like this. 

In the September/October '89 issue 
of Mature Outlook there appeared an 
article entitled "Dance - The Fitness 
Benefits of Cutting a Rug," by Gary 
Legwold, who is a Minneapolis-based 
freelance writer who specializes in 
health and fitness. It addresses 
fitness through dance with a quote 
by Christine Wilson, professor of 
health, physical education and dance 
at Missouri Western State College in 
St. Joseph, Missouri, saying that an 
evening of square dancing can be 
the equivalent of a 5- to 7-mile

walk, thus burning off more calories 
than most forms of dance. 

As we already know, whether you 
dance for fitness or not, you can 
always dance for fun. What is even 
more interesting is that Legwold's 
article listed a number of places to 
write for information on different 
forms of dance, which for square 
dancing included Callerlab and the 
National Square Dance Directory. 

In an article we received in 
response to our request to Better 
Homes and Gardens, we see many 
benefits of dance spelled out. 

Dr. Lynne Emery of The 
Department of Health, Physical 
Education, Recreation and Dance for 
California State Polytechnic, points 
out that the world of dance is 
comprised of many and varied forms. 
The most common dance forms are 
ballet, ballroom, ethnic, folk, jazz, 
modern, square and tap. 

Just as there are various forms of 
dance, the benefits of dance are 
varied. In general, however, all 
forms of dance have the potential of 
providing physiological, psychological, 
social and aesthetic benefits for 
participants.

Cut brown paper to fit three 9 x 15-inch 
lonf pans. Oil the pans and apply brown 
paper, then oil the paper. 

Bake in а 275" oven until done (about 1 
and 3/4 hours) When done, toothpick will 
come out clean,

Two definition changes were 
approved. On the call Cast Back, 
certain dancers must be designated to 
do the call. On the call Reverse Cross 
and Turn, the Belles pull by with the 
left hand. 

Even though it seems like we added 
six calls and dropped one, most of the 
calls added shouldn't represent much 
to be learned for a C1 dancer. The 
only biggie was the addition of the 
Triple Box concept. Hopefully, this 
will be a gentle introduction to 
phantoms providing a firm foundation 
for future matrix-style phantoms. 
Now, on to a different subject. 

If you have square danced while 
traveling around the country, you are 
aware that there are small regional 
variations in styling. I am referring to 
things like handholds, armholds, 
hands up or down, pauses on right and 
left grands, ete. Whenever I dance as 
a visitor, | {ту me best to figure out 
their styling and to dance their way. 
As a guest, | don't try to impose my 
way of doing things on their group. 

Similar styling variations exist 
within a single geographic area (e.g. 
New England) in the different dance

programs: Mainstream, Plus, 
Advanced and Challenge. When, for 
example, challenge dancers attend à 
mainstream dance, I believe they have 
an obligation to try to temporarily 
assume the dance styling practiced at 
that mainstream dance. To do 
otherwise would make the others 
dancers feel uncomfortable and would 
possibly draw unfavorable attention to 
themselves and challenge dancing in 
general. 

Here is a second way this problem 
can come about. Let's assume that 
you are a Plus dancer attending an 
Advanced workshop. The caller has 
informed you that, at Advanced, there 
is an increased emphasis оп 
positioning. Whenever you are in any 
sort of lines or waves, the caller would 
like the centers to hold hands. This 
differs from what you are used to 
doing at your Plus club. There, when 
the caller said, "All go up to the 
middle and come back out," the styling 
was to have each couple go forward 
and clap hands with the couple they 
were facing. For the rest of the 
workshop and over the next few 
weeks, you work on remembering to 
hold hands in the middle of lines. 
What styling do you use when you 
return to dance art your Plus club? 
Whenever you were the center of a 
line you could, with your superior 
knowledge gained from the advanced 
workshop, grab the other center's hand

Suggestions; You must 


create a shape here. 

The choice is yours. At the neckline 
ihe use of jewelry and/or shoulder 
pads works well. For the hip line, 
skirts should be full at the shorter 
hemline and fitted at the waist. Avoid 
using belts; they tend to cut this figure 
in half, giving it a heavier look. A 
square dance dress with puff sleeves, a 
fitted bodice and a full, shorter shirt is 
the way to go if you're а Rectangle, 


THE CLASSIC HOURGLASS: 


l'eatures: Considered the ideal balance 
of top, middle and bottom. According 
to many fashion designers, the top 
and bottom should be the same size 
and the waist should be ten inches 
smaller. 


Suggestions: If you're 
lucky enough to have 


this figure, you can 
wear all styles. You 
can use accessories to 
highlight whatever 
feature you'd like and 
always look great.

DON'T TOSS OUT YOUR OLD COPY OF 
THE NORTHEAST SQUARE DANCER - 


let it catch the eye of a person confined at the barber shop or hairdresser's - 
or a patient waiting to see doctor or dentist - or a guy or gal biding time at 
the laundramat! It could be just what someone is looking for! 
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Square Dancing is a very social 
form of recreation as it involves 
dancing with many different people 
during the course of an evening. 

The touching of hands is an 
important part of this dance form 
and is critical to the enjoyment of 
the people involved in any partieular 
"square." The proper use of hands 
can make the difference between a 
pleasant, satisfying experience and 
an awkward - even disastrous - 
experience. Poor use of bands is 
often the reason a square breaks 
down. 

With today's choreography, we 
often find ourselves dancing in other 
than the "normal" position; i.e., two 
men ог two women dance аз 
partners. Therefore, the suggested 
position for holding hands when 
standing beside anyone is "right palm 
ир," "left palm down." Thus, in a 
half-sashayed position, the man’s 
palm would be down and the lady's 
would. be up. 

When two dancers of the same sex 
are dancing as partners, the beaus 
would have palms up and the belles 
would have palms down. 

In teaching new dancers, 1 often 
emphasize the need for good hand 
control by having the dancers dance 


a tip "no hands" to see how 
confusing it can be without their 
support. 


Just using hands is not enough; 
how nice it is when dancing to have 
a dancer extend a firm, friendly, 
confident hand to you - especially

when you are a little unsure of your 

position and need that support. 
Here are a few suggestions for the 

proper use of hands: 

1. Don’t be rough; you can extend a 
firm, comfortable hand without 
squeezing hard enough to hurt 
someone. 


.Don't be a "dead fish" - it is very 
unpleasant to take someone's hand 
when it is limp and lifeless. 


.Don't use unnecessary twirls which 

distract from the dance, especially 
when dancing with strangers who 
may not appreciate your fancy 
antics, 


. Do extend a firm, positive, friendly 

hand as you dance through the 
figures. This tends to pull the 
square together and help establish 
the different formations as you 
dance from one to another. 


The complexity of contemporary 
choreography makes it very 
important to take hands whenever 
possible upon the completion of a 
call; this helps to re-establish your 
position, ready for the next figure, 
This helps to keep the "square" 
together in the correct formation and 
also helps any weak dancers who 
may not be quite certain of their 
position at the completion of a 
particular call. It makes for a suc- 
cessful tip,

NO DANCER IS EXPECTED TO KNOW ANY QUARTERLY SELECTION CALL 
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WHATEVER HAPPENED TO THE SWING? 


By Brian Bassett 


Somewhere along the line 
choreographers have lost sight of what 
comprises a Swing rhythm pattern - 
and for those dancers and 
choreographers who currently find 
themselves wondering how to dance 
and cue the Swing, here are some 
guidelines. 

1. A Swing rhythm pattern uses 6 
beats of music to complete. Anything 
in a swing composition that uses more 
than or less than 6 beats of music to 
complete is, in fact, a different type of 
rhythm pattern. Sometimes a Triple, 
sometimes a Two Step, sometimes à 
Foxtrot even One Step and 
Quickstep rhythm patterns can be 
intermingled with Swing figures. 
HOWEVER ... when a Swing rhythm 
pattern is shortened to introduce a 
variation like any of those named here 
(and others as well) the Swing figure 
cannot be called by its name that is 
reserved for that 6-beat figure. 

2. There are two types of 6-beat 
Swing rhythm dance styles. The 
American Swing and the English (more 
often called "International") Swing. 

(a) The American Swing is 
broken down into 3 major types of 
Swing - the Single, Double and Triple 
Swing. The American Swing figures of 
all types END with the ROCK, 
RECOVER. 

(b) The English Swing is 
primarily Single and Triple - and both 
types are called "Jive." In actuality, the 
only true "Jive" is that Double Swing 
style introduced in Harlem in the U.S. 
The English Jive figures all BEGIN 
with the ROCK, RECOVER. 

If a choreographer writes, for 
example, a Swing figure called a CHG 
PLACES LEFT TO RIGHT, the figure 
executed to that instruction 
INCLUDES the Rock & Recover ... 
Whether the Rock Recover precedes or 
follows the triples (in the Triple Swing 
or Jive) depends on the choreographer - 
and ALL swing figures in that 
particular composition should contain 
the RK REC in the same place for the 
cues to be correct. 


The Rock and Recover action 
doesn'tever have to be cued in addition 
to the cue for a Swing figure.* This 
does happen frequently these days, and 
it is because no major organization can 
standardize personal preference to just. 
where the Rock & Recover "belong," 
and dancers just don’t know what to 
expect. 

SOME HELPFUL HINTS 

ТО CHOREOGRAPHERS 
1. Write your Swing cue sheets in З or 
6 measure groups rather than trying to 
"fit" a 6-beat series of figures into 
groups of 4 or 8 measures. 
2. Call a spade a spade - and use cue 
terms like SPANISH ARMS, КТО L, L 
TO R, SHE GO HE GO, etc. TO 
INCLUDE THE ROCK & REC. If you 
"split a figure," (omit the Rk & Rec or 
the two Trpls to begin another figure 
at that point) at least don't call that 
"split" figure by the name reserved for 
the figure that uses the 6 full beats of 
music. 
3. When writing either American or 
English swing ... Stay within that type 
of dance style. Don't mix them 
together. Decide which type of Swing 
your dance will be, then either begin 
or end the individual figures with the 
Rock Recover ... incorporate that RK 
REC in The NAMED FIGURE - AND 
in the 6-BEAT FRAMEWORK and be 
consistent! 
* Unless an EXTRA RK REC is added 
before or after the complete 6-beat 
Swing figure to help the dance "fit" the 
musie - or to help introduce a variation 
of a Swing Figure - or to help introduce 
à different rhythm pattern (either from 
Foxtrot to Swing or vice versa, for 
example) within the dance. 

Cueing the Rock Recover part of à 
Swing figure either before or after 
suing the cue term for the entire figure 
is unnecessary and misleading. Many 
dancers and choreographers have been 
lead to believe that the cue terms for 
swing figures do not include the rock 
recover portion, and that is 
unfortunate.
